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SPOKANE CHAMBER of COMMERCE.» 
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Spokane has long been a crossroads of railroad activity in the Pacific Northwest. This September 11, 1909 “All Roads Lead to 
Spokane” cover from the Spokane Chamber of Commerce advertises the railroads that passed through Spokane at that time, and 
Spokane as a “Power City.” The transcontinental Great Northern, Northern Pacific, Union Pacific, and Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, 
and Pacific (Milwaukee Road) rail lines all passed though Spokane on the route to Seattle. The map in the cachet also shows the 
Spokane International Railway, various branch lines, and the electrified Inland Empire System that included lines east into North 
Idaho, and south as far as Colfax and Moscow. The cachet was part of an ad campaign to promote Spokane, and was used in con- 
junction with the city’s and county’s participation in the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition in Seattle in 1909. Spokane County had a 
pavilion at that world’s fair. (Larry Mann collection)
